YE that ſhall conſider the many hor- 
——j rid'Rebellions which the Papiſts, 

$ and efpecially the Jeſnites with 
| their Adherents have contrived, 
ind raiſed, whereby many Flouriſhing 
Kingdoms have'been broken and ſhattered 
in pieces, like a Cloud' by the violence of 
Thunder : The many inhumane Perſecuti- 
ons, and Barbarous Maffacres, wherein 
like a Peſtilence they have ſpared none of 
any Ape, Sex .or. Condition, but made 
their Murders as' Catholick as they pre- 
tend their Religion to be ; and particular- 
ly . what Helliſh Plots and Defigns they 
have laid of late for the ſibduing of that

of the World; he I fay, that ſhall conſider 
theſe things, would be apt to believe that 
what theſe men ridiculouſly fancy concern- 
ing the Wine in the Holy Sacrament, were 
really true concerning themſelves, that 
they are even Tranſubſtantiated into —_ 
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The IntroduTion. 


Indeed: they have opened their Mouths 
wide as the jaws of Death and Hell, tode- 
vour the Reformation in its very Infancy ; 
and like malicious Yapours they have en- 
deavoured to obſcure this Sun at its very 
riſing, that ſo they might wholly deprive 
the World of the benefit of its Light and 
Comfort; and though it hath-poſted over 
all the ſcattered Clouds, yet till they have 
been purſuing after it. 

Men of great Subtlety and Learning have 
undertook to confute it. But what doth | 
it ſignifie to run a-tilt againſt a Rock with | 
a feeble Bulruſh ? Their Arguments have | 
been as'V Vooden as their Gods, and they ! 
have been able to ſpeak as little Senſe and | 
Reaſon againſt us, as their very Images 
themſelves. This was a dull Trade, and 
therefore they took to other Methods. 
They -reſolv*d to reduce us with Fire and 
Sword, they breathed forth Blood. and 
Slaughter, and every corner hath recked 
and-ſteamed with the blood of Hereticks. 
Like the Mouth of a Canon they have ſpit 
out fire, and threatned Death and Ruine | 
to all that have dared to ſtand before them. | 
Germany, upper and lower, France, Pius 
mont , Hungary, England, and Ireland 
have been the ſeveral Stages, whereon they 
have acted theſe black Tragedies, and 
where. they have laboured with all their 
might to extirpate the Proteſtants, both 
Root and Branch, and ſhewed themſelves 
to be of a Spirit direaly contrary to wm |

been for Sacrifice, and not for. Mercy. 
And though Millions of Men have been 
ſain by theſe Apoſtolical Butchers, yet ſtill

Others therefore reported that he hang- 
ed himſelf, and his Relations to ſave his 
Eſtate, run him through., And of late, 
one Mackgraff, an Iriſh Papiſt, depoſed 
before the Council upon Oath, that he cut 
the Rope. It was great pity, he had not 
ſaved it whole for himſelf. And why 
may not thoſe that hold Tranſubſtantiation, 
ſwear, as well as believe, againſt all Senſe 
and Reaſon'! | 

But this whole matter hath been plain- 
ly laid open by Mr. Bedloe, who ſaw his 
Murdered Body in Somerſet-Houſe, and

One would have thought, the ill ſucceſs

Mr. 7ohn Arnold, of Lamuihangel, in the

dare not drink the Bloud of our Saviour, 
yet they will, that, of his Followers. 

This Gentleman, long before the Dif- 
covery of the Plot, had vigorouſly proſe- 
cuted the Papiſts, according to the Duty 
of his place, which was that of a Juſtice 
of the Peace, and thereby crampt, and 
kept down that (then eſpecially) daring and 
inſolent Generation of men.

But as Mr. Arnold was 
croſſing Fleet-ſtreet, he ſaw two men fol- 
lowing him, whom he verily aA to

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have been two of his Friends Servants, 
whom he had called. But ashe was walk- 
ing along Bel-yard, one of them ſteps be- 
fore him, and looks him full in the Face, 
that he might be ſure this was the man, 
A Woman ſtanding at a Door with a 
Candle in her hand, Mr. Arno!dhad the 
ful view of him too: When tbe had 
walked a little further, preſently the Cur- 
Throats threw a Cloak over his Head, and 
run him into Yackanapes-Lane againſt the 
wall, fo hard that they broke his Head :

T2 Papiſts finding that meer force 
and terrour could not ſuppreſs the 
Plot, but that like lightning, it broke 
through all thoſe thick Clouds, that in- - 
cloſe, and pen it in, and flaſht in their 
faces, to their no ſmall dread and miſ- 
chief, reſolve to try a contrary Method, 
and hoped the Witnefſes might be hired 
and Bribed either to ſay any thing, or n0- 
thing, The hardeſt flints are broken up- 
on a ſoft and Downy Bed, and Gold will 
make the generality of men as pliable as 
it ſelf, that you may twift and wind 
them round your finger, which way ſoe- 
ver you pleaſe. They therefore indeavour 
by fair means to win upon the Diſcove- 
rers, and corrupt them by large offers of

rewards he was to have from the reſt of 
the Lords. - And at preſenthe told himhe 
had Orders from them to ſupply him with 
what Monies he had occaſion for. And ac- 
cordinply, Mr. Bedloe recieved from him, 
at ſeveral times, about Fifty Six Crinies. 
And it was agreed between them, that out 
of every T houſand Pound per Annum, that 
Mr. Bedloe ſhould get by- this picce of 
Service, Redding ſhould have a Hundred 
Pound per Annum : He being Agent be- 
tween them, *twas fit the dedium ſhould 
artake of both the Extremes. 

Mr. Bedloe from time to:time acquaint- 
ed Prince Rupert, and the Earl of Eſſex, 
Mr. Kirkby, &e. and afterwards, when 
the Parliament ſate, the Secrer Commirtee 
with the whole matter. And the better to 
carry on this Deſign, when Whrtebread 
and Femvick, were firſt arraigned, Mr. 
Bedloe charged them but very faintly, (for 
which reaſon, they were ſet by that Seſ- 
ons) but yet at the ſame time ſaid in open 
Court, he had more to ſay in cenvenient 
timeand plac?. Upon this, Redding que- 
ſtions not, but he had brought Mr. Bedloe 
to his bow z and therefore coming to his 
Chamber , Bedloe gave him an account 
(which he wrote after him) of what he 
could fay again the Lords + And when 
he ſpoke any thing that was home, then 
would Reddins tell him of it, and alter it.

All this- while Mr. Bedloe had plant- 
ed one Mr. Speke, a Gentleman, behind the 
Hangings, and Wiggins, his Servant, was 
placed on the Bed, with only the Rug 
over him, ſo that it ſeemed as if it had been 
newly made. Theſe two perſons over- 
heard the Diſcourſe, that paſt between 
Mr. Bedloe and Redding : and VViggm: 
lifting up the Rug, plainly ſaw them. 

Redding carries this Paper,which Bedloe 
had diftated, and himſelf had corrected, to 
the Lords in the Tower ; but brought back 
from them another Paper (which after- 
ward at his Tryal, he Fienſcif ,own'd) far 
different from what they two had conclud- 
ed of before, wherein Bedloes Evidence 
againſt the Lords was ſo cur-taild, that it 
ſgnified juſt nothing at all. 

| This Corrupe Matter being now ripe, 
and grown to an Head, *twas high time to 
lance it. Redding therefore was ficzed by 
a Warrant from the Speaker of the Houſe 
of Commons, and on April the 24th. was 
tryed at the Kings-Beuch, for an High 
Miſdemeanour ;, though as he himſelf ar- 
gued at his "I ryal, he might have been 1n- 
dited of High Treaſon. 

Thus had this Lawyer a ſecond call to 
to the Bar, thoughnot ſo much for his cre- 
dit, asthe firſt. 

The things before mentioned were 


plainly proved upon him by Mr. Bedlee, | 


Mr. Speke, and Y/V:goins. Nay he himſelf 
in effect owned them, but would have ex-

In 
ſhort, the 7ury brought him in Guilty, 
and the Court pronounced this Sentence, 
that he ſhould be fined a Thouſand Pound, 
be impriſoned a year, and ſtand one hour 
inthe ont which he accordingly did, 
April the 28. in Palace-yard, VVeſtmin- 
fler. And we ſuppoſe, he found the Pillo- 
ry not ſo caſie to himſelf, as he hoped Mr. 
Bedloe would have been to the Lords,

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72z Papiſts deſpairing by Bribes and 
Subornations to make, reſolve to xe- 
preſent the Witneſſes as the greateſt Vil- 
lanies upon Earth, by loading them with 
infamous aſperſions, and charging them 
with ſuch deteſtable Drimes, which if they 
had bcen true, would have made them 
not worthy to live, much leſs to be be-

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lieved. And never were ſo many Legends 
of lies invented, to make ſome men ap- 
pear the greateſt Saints, as there were to 
make theſe the worſt of Y:llains.

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Another way to perſwade the world 
that the Witneſſes were perjured, and 
there was no ſuch thing as a Plot, was 
their procuring all the Criminals at their 
Death, to aſflert their innocence with ma- 
ny proteftations, and dire imprecations.

Thus have we, like Fonathan*s Lad, 
pathered up ſome (for we pretend not to 
all) of thoſe Arrows which the Papilts 
have ſhot againſt the Witneſſes, | with a 
deſign to wound their Credit and Reputa- 
tion; and have ſeen, that tho*-they aim?d 
to have ſtuck them in their Breaſts and 
their very hearts, yet Divine Providence 
hath ſo order'd it that they have flown 
quite 
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quite over their heads, or elſe have inno- 
cently lighted on the ground before their 
Feet. | 

And now we have diſpatcht the 4th. 
way the Papiſts have taken to ſtifle their 
Preſent Plot, viz. by endeavours to blaſt 
the Kings Evidence, We now procced 


to

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The Fifth and laſt way of ſtifling 
the preſent Popiſh Plot, by 
forging ſeveral Sham-Plots 4- 
gainſt the Proteſtants. 


Of all thoſe Arts and Stratagems which 
the Papiſts have uſed to cover and 
carry on their curſed Deſigns there's none 
hath pleaſed them more than this, viz. to 
tarn the Plot on the Proteſtants, which 
they have laboured to do as much as 
ever any Mariners have done to get the 
Advantage of the Wind that ſo the ſmoak 
of their Powder might be blown in their 
Enemies faces. We have ſhewn already 
in the beginning of this Diſcourſe that it 
was the opinion of the Fathers (a) at Pa- 


78s, and St. Omars, as ſoon as the King 1;;:1. 
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was murder*'d, to lay it upon the Presby- 
terians, and then they thought they ſhould 
eaſily have brought the Epiſcopal men into 
their Company to revenge themſelves upon 
them. This was highly commended as

ford and the reſt of the Conſpirators. For 
had this but taken effect their work had 
been above half done; in as much as un- 
der the notion of Presbyterians, they com- 
prehended not only all the Proteſtant Diſ- 
ſentcrs, but even the ſober perſons of the 
Church of England too. 


And indeed | muſt confeſs, this part of | 


their Plot was as ſubtilly laid as any. For 
expcrience hath ſhewed us, that there are 
a ſort of men among us that have given a 
ſufficient Teſtimony of their willingneſs to 
be admitted into the boſom of the Roman 
Church, by their readineſs to believe by 
anzmplicit Faith any thing againſt the Diſ- 
ſcnters, provided it were but bad'enough. 
Bur eſpecially ſome of our Clergymen have 
betrayed their good inclinations this way. 
For notwithſtanding his Majeſties ſeveral 
Proclamations, the ſeveral Votes of Parli- 
ament, the Prayers which the Biſhops 
have made for them, and they according- 
ly have read upon the Faſts appointed in 
Relation to the Popiſh Plot, yet how gin- 
gerly would they ſpeak of it, and how 
much Infidels and unbelievers were they 
in this matter. Tho' truly Icannor under- 
and 
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ſtand how they could'do ſo, andnot con- 
tradidt their own Hypotheſis of a Pablick 
Conſcience, and a Publick Faith, of which 
ſome of them have ſo confidently written 
of late. For tho? they laugh at the Good 
Wives of old for pawning their Thimbles 
and Bodkins upon the Publick Faith, yet 
they talk as if they had reſign'd up their 
own Judginents and Underſtandings to the 
ſame Idol. But for a Presbyterian Plot, 
ay, That was as opez as the day, and they 
did more heartily believe and ſubſcribe to 
the Truth of it, than to the 39 Avrricles 
themſelves. And upon every idle whiſ- 


| per, EAoY during the intervals of 


Parliament, this hath been the common 
Subject of their Diſcourſes in the Pulpit. 
Indeed there?s nothing they have ſo much 
deſired, as to Baprize the Popiſh Plot a 
Proteſtant one, and that it might be done 
exactly according to the Canon inthe room 
of its own Natural Parent, they have ſub- 
ſituted the Presbyterians as Godfather to 
anſwer for the Roman Brat. And above all 
the young fry of Clergy-men, have grown 
as ire as a wild Aſſes Colt, and ſnuffing 
up the imaginary Phanatick Plot, as he 
doth the Wind, they have run up and 
down braying out nothing but 41 and

And 'tis ſufficiently known that in 
their Pulpits,at their Viſitations,and in their 
ordinary converſe this was almoſt the ge- 
neral Cry that they had rather ſubmit to 
POPERY then Presbytery ; and he that 
dared to alert the contrary, was preſently 
reproach'd by them as a damn'd Fanatick, 


| tho? never fo regular and Orthodox a 
Conformiſt. And theſe Eccleſiaſtical Huff s 


would be ſure to appropriate to them- 
ſelves the Title of the 7-ue Genuine Sons, 
tho” indeed they be no better than the 


By-blows, of the Church of Englajd. 


Thus we have ſeen that it was the delign 
of the Papiſs to caſt their own Plot on the 
Difſenting Proteſtants, and how ealte ſome 
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men were to believe and report it, nay 
and almoſt to vouch the truth of it. Let us 
now conſider tae ſeveral Methods they 
have uſed to make it appear ſo to be.

A Little before the firſt diſcovery of 
the Popzſh Plot, the Papiſts charged 
one Mr. Claypool with a black Conſpiracy, 
and accuſed him of high Crimes in general 


againſt the Government, and cauſed him | 


thereupen to be clapt up inthe Tower. 
*Tis true this innocent Gentleman had 


for many years paſt withdrawn himſelf | 


from all intriegues of State, being wholly 
devotcd to his private Studies, where he 
was far enough from having a thought of 
promoting any Common-wealth, except it 
were 
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| -forced them: to 
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were that of Learning. But it ſeems he 
had formerly Married one of the Daugh- 
ters of Crompyel the quondam Protettor. 
Upon this account they thought him a fit 
perſon to fix this groundleſs Accuſation 
upon, not queſtioning but that how falſe 
ſoever it were, vet the prejudice of this 
Alliance would make it look as tho? it were 
true ; and men would be ready to believe 
that he had eſpouſed the Deſigns, as well as 
the Daughter of Oliver. And no doubt 
but the Papiſts had liſted a Regiment of 
Witneſſes, and entred them into Preſent 
pay, and were excrciling and training 
them up, who were to have ſworn home 
enough againſt him, according to the 4:- 


' rettion of their Superionrs, had not the un- 


expected diſcovery of their own real Plot

part only. Whereupon, after a long Du- 
74nce, no crime in particular being charg- 
cd upon him, he obtained his Liberty and 
hath ſince heard no more of the matter, 


But this honeſt Gentleman being diſchar- 
ved from his impriſonment, and the Po- 
p:ſh Plot being diſcover'd and confirm'd by 
both the living and the dead too I mean 
Sir Edmund-Bury Godfry's !Death, and ſe- 
veral freſh Evidence that came in, the Pa- 
pi#ts reſolved till to follow this as tbe beſt 
courſe they could take to ſecure themſelves 
from a juſt proſecution, to amuſe the Na- 
tion with loud cries of a Fanatick Flot. In

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order hereunto, they ſpread abroad a (a)

made the Common Theme of his publick 
Diſcourſes at ſeveral of the moſt noted 
Coffee-houſes about Town. And one 
/evil wrote a Pamphlet, calld The Dan- 
by Refletlions. to the ſame purpoſe, which 
Mr. Dangerfield was employ'd to (c) dif- 
pecrſe abroad both in City and Country. 
But theſe rumors ſignified but little, 
were as vain as the whiſpers of the Wind, 
and did them no great ſervice. 


They had deeper projedts than theſe, |

The Captain who was well experienced 
in tolling on an Enemy into an Ambuſh mo- 
deſtly ſeem'd to yield a little to the pro- 
poſal ; but inſiſted he would have full in- 
ſtrudtions what he was to ſwear to, and 
good afſurance of what he was to have for 
it, and therefore deſired the 500 pound 
might be depoſited in the hands of ſome 
third perſon. | 

This was thought by Ruſſel to be very 
reaſonable, who therefore promis?d him 
that in a few days all matters ſhould be ad- 
juſted to his full ſatisfattion. 

In the mean time the Captain pru- 
dently informs the Secretary of State 
of the whole matter, but yet reſolv'd 
to purſue it, till he ſhould fully underftand 
from whom this mony was to come, and 
with whom it was to be lodg'd ; which 
he had accordingly done, had he not been 
prevented by a too haſty diſcovery of it ;

of Sir Edmund-Bury Godfrey's Murderers. 
Mr. Brooks carried the note, but Butler 
was gone into the Country in obedience to 
his Majeſties Proclamation, commandin 
all Papiſts from London. Mr. Brooks there- 
fore not knowing how to ſend it to him 
put it up in his Pocket, and ſome 10 days 
after wanting ſome waſte Paper he chan- 
ced to pull this out, and reading of it (for 
by the way Kelly had not ſealed it) he 
found the contents of it to be to this pur- 
poſe, That he was committed thither by the 
name of Daniel Edmonds meerly as a Recu- 


ſant, and therefore deſired he would give 5,, 11, pw. 
him a viſit. And he was ſo infatuated as tions of Alder- 
to ſubſcribe his true name , Dominick 14n Brooks 


Kelly. 

Shortly after, Mr. Brooks lighting upon 
Prance's diſcovery of Sir A 
Godfrey's Murder, and finding one Kelly 
accuſed as a perſon guilty of it, .he pre- 
ſently imagined it muſt be the ſame that 
wrote that note which he was to have de- 
livered. Whereupon he goes to Netter- 
vil again, and by the by, enquires after 
him, and found he had been bail'd a little 
before (not being known to have been 
a Prieſt, much leſs to have had a hand 
in that bloudy Sacrifice, his crimes not 
being oper: tho? his Letter was) by two 
Fellows whom he had hircd to do it for 10 
ſhillings apiece. And indeed of the two, 
*tis honeſter to be hired to bail a man out of 
Priſon, 
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Priſon, than to be ſo to fivear him 5nto 
One. 

Nettervil takes this occaſion to tamper 
with him too. For he who thought he 
had conquered the Captain, might boldly 
adventure on an Alderman. He tells him 
therefore that he ſhould have money e- 
nough if he would but help to vilifie the 
Teſtimony of Oats and Bealoe. 

The Alderman quickly after meeting 
his friend Captain Brry, they hegan to 
diſcloſe to each other what deſigns Netrer- 
vil had been putting them upon. For tho? 
they were both to be engaged in the ſame 
work; yet neither hitherto knew that the 
other had been dealt withal about any ſuch 
thing. And here theſe two Laymen, like 
two Prieſts, mutually confeſſed to each o0- 
ther, only with this difference, *twas other 
mens ſins, and not their own ; and that too 
not with a deſign to hide, but to diſcover 
them. 

Then the Alderman acquainted the Se- 
cretary with the attempt that had been 
made upon him, as the Captain had done 
before. And the Captainas was ſaid above 
ſtil] continued his correſpondence with 
Wettervil the Tempter, that he might find 
out who were the chief contrivers and pro- 
moters of this Plot ! Now this was pre- 
vented by this unhappy accident ; Mr, 
Brooks being to meet and conſult with Mr, 
Loeman the Keeper, .and Mr. Glover the 
Clerk of the Marſha!ſea, for the finding 

out 
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out ſome way for the Diſcovery of Kelly's 
Bail, dropt a word or two of Vetterus/'s 
tampering with \the Captain. Hereby 
Dr. Ores and Bedloe'coming to have ſome 
inkling of it, went with Sir W. Waller to 
Nettervil, and what with Threatning, and 
what with Promiſes, made him confeſs 
the diſcourſes he had with Captain Bury. 

Thus was the Diſcovery unluckily 
ſpoiPd, whereas a little Tune and Pati- 
ence would have produced the 500 pound, 
the Copy of the Depoſitions, that were to 
have been ſworn to, and the principal Au- 
thors of this deſign. 

Ruſſel having notice of this hides him- 
ſelf. - (For an Iriſh-maz we know can skip 
over a Bop, where an Emngliſh-man would 
ſtick) and Nettervil —— to ſhift for 
himſelf as well as he could, as Witches 
are by their Familiars in their greateſt ex- 
tremity. But at length he made his peace 
by confeſſing that the 500 pounds was to 
have been rais'd by the Lords in the Tower 
and particularly he named the Lord Sraf- 


| ford. And no doubt but all of them can 
 unitelike the beams of the Sun on a Burn- 


ing-glaſs to ſet poor Hereticks all on a 
flame and combuſtion. 

But however tho? this Plot of Nerter- 
vis was not ſo fully diſcover'd,as it might 
have been, yet it was broken as miſerably, 
as his fortunes, and we believe the one 
will be repair'd as ſoon as the other.

The Murder of the Arch-Biſhop of 
St Andrews. The Rebellion 
i Scotland. Dangerfield's 
Plot, and the Meal-Tub. Swr 
Robert Peyton Impriſon'd. 


wa nothing would recover them 


here at home, they reſolve to 
ſhift the Scene, and like men in a deep 
Conſumption try what the Change of Air 
would do. They tranſplant their deſigns 
into Scotland, as knowing the hard circum- 
ſtances as well as the natural Genius of that 
People (whoſe heads are hotter than their 
country ) would make them liable to be 
wrought upon to a diſturbance and commo- 
tion. This, to poize the barbarous Afſa- 
ſination of Sir Edmund. Godfrey , was 
uſher'd in with the vile Murder of Dr. 
Sharp Arch-Biſhop of St.- Andrew's in his 
Coach on the Road, May the 3. 1679. by 
about adozen perſons. Upon this Iremem- 
ber, ſome of our Clergymen were Cock-a- 
hoop, and made more of it, than ſome of 
themuſe todo of their Texts. The blame 
of this was preſently laid upon the Whigs 
there, and our Non-conformiſts here had 


many 
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many a ſound rattle out of the Pulpit for it. 
For tho? the Law hinders our Parſons from 
being Jury-men, yet if a poor Diſſenter 
hath but the leaſt ſhadow of guilt upon him, 
they will be ſure to uſurp the office of a 
Nl paſs the ſentence of condemnati- 


.on. But credible Relations that havejibeen 


made publick, give us to underſtand, that 
Haxſtooun the Principal Murderer was a 
vile fellow, and no whig, and ſcarce ad- 
mitted to the Society of ſober men, altho? 
he was a little before this Aſſaſſination, 
the Biſhops great favourite and Spzritual 
Publican to gather part of his Rents. But 
at laſt the Biſhop taking ſome prejudice a- 
Sainſt him impriſon*d him, and otherways 
dealt ſeverely with him. Which he hei- 
nouſly reſenting reſolv?d on and according- 
ly acted that bloudy revenge upon him for 
perſonal injuries. And that the Jeſuites as 
well as the Devil took an advantage from 
his Paſſions tourge him on to ſo villanous 
an act is more than probable. For Mr. A. 
a worthy Citizen of London, being then at 
Dublin upon his private occaſions, was 
told by one of the Jeſuits there, that the 
Arch-Bifhop of St. Andrews was murder'd 
g or 10 days before he really was. 

This news was quickly followed with 
an Infurre&ion in the Weſt of Scotland, 
May 29. 1679. accompanied with an ex- 
travagant Declaration, &c. But theſe Re- 
bels being but few in number, and all their 
Horſe when they came to Fight, imme- 
diatcly 


diately betaking themſelves to Flight, they 
were ſoon diſcomfited and ſcatter'd on the 
following 7une the 15th. by his Grace the 
Duke of- Monmouth. 

But that the Papiſts were at the bottom 
of this Rebellion, is plain from the Depo- 


ſitions of Dr. Ores, which he had made, 


long beforc, wherein he tells us the Jeſuits 
employed all their Subtilty and Intereſt to 
blow the coals there, to enflame one party 
againſt another, that they might the better 
ruin both; that they ſent ſeveral Meſſen- 
gcrs who were to behave themſelves like 
Non-conformiſt Miniſters to preach to the 
diſ-affeted Scots the neceſſity of taking up 
the Sword in defence of Liberty of Conſci- 
ence ; and that the Catholicks there pro- 


mis?d touſe their utmoſt intereſt to foment 


and encreaſe thoſe diſcontents and heart- 


burnings that were among them. As the ' 


Reader may ſee if he will but peruſe Arti- 
cle the 1, 11,22, 35,43, 50, Fly 73, and 
743 of the Doctors Narrative, 

But ſuch is theLoyai temper of the whole 
Engliſh Nation in General, that the Papiſts 
deſpairing of ſtirring up a Rebellion here, 
as they had done in Scotland, they reſolve 
to forge onc,and impoſe it upon thePresby= 
terians, as knowing that if they could but 
poſſeſs the Mind of his Majeſty with a be- 
licf that they were plotting againſt the Go- 
verument, tho' it were never ſo falſe, yet 
they ſhould equally attain their Ends, as if 
it were undoubtedly true.

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he | To carry on this Intriegue among othcrs 
he | tliey made choice of Mr. Dangerfield as 
one profeſſing the Popiſh Religion, and 
whoſe extravagant courſes and deſperate 
condition made him willing, ' and whoſe 
Je | ingenuity made him fit to be employed in 
ts | ſuch a deſign, He had for a conſiderable 
time lain in Newgate, from which place 
y almoſt as dark and uncomfortable as that 

of his Mothers Womb Dame Cellier the 
Popiſh Midwife, by the charitable aſſiſtance 
of ſome other Women (particularly the 
Counteſs of Poaw:s) who were called to the 
Labour, brought him out into the wide 
World. But () ſcarce had he drawn a 
mouthful of freſh Air, but he was run into 
the Counter for debt, from whence by an 
Hyubeas Corpus he was quickly turn'd over 
$-torthe Kings-Bench. While he was there, 
he was employed to get what he co] 
out of one Strord-a Priſoner there, againſt 
Mr. Bedloe. But firſt that he migtit be 
truc to the Cauſe, he was commanded to 
ſcour his Kettle. The Reader, perhaps, 
will imagine by that expreſſion, that he 
was appointed to take a Purge, but if he 
doth, he is foully miſtaken ; for the mcan- 
ing of it was, that he ſhould confeſs and 
receive the Sacrament. When he had ſo 
done, Munſon his Confeſſor told him, he 
might lawfully be drunk the ſame (b) day 
with Stroud, or any one elſe, ſeeins he gave 
him leave, eſpecially it being for the Good 
of the Cauſe, But in a ſhort time, Mrs. 
K 
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Cellie procured money from the Lords in 
the Tower for hum, whereby he compoun- 
ded his Debts which amounted to near 
7co pounds, and fo obtained his Liberty 
again. And no ſooner was this our K7:ght 
deliver?d from the Enchanted Caftle, but 
he was ſent out upon his heroick Adver- 
tures, His firſt Expedition was to one 
Mrs Zeane (as they told him) at Peterly in

he found indeed to be a Prieſt, that lay 
conceal'd under a womans Name, 

This was Pope Joan exaftly reverſt.From 
him or her (which you pleaſe) he brings 
up Papers to the Lady Powts, being the 
Ground-work of the New.Plot. - One 
part of which was this, that (4a) Good ſtore 
of Pamphlets muſt be written againſt the 
Presbyterians, and perſons employed to go to 
Coff ee-houſes, to rail againſt them. In pro- 
ſecution of this advice, Mr. Dangerfield and 
ſeveral others had their Poſs appointed 
them by the Lords in the Tower, ſome at 
one Coffee-houſe, ſome at another, where 
they dropt their ſeditious Pamphlets, and 
rais*d ſcandalous diſcourſes. 

Quickly after, he receives from evil 
divers Papers, Pamphlets and Letters to 
Tranſcribe, among which were forty Liſts 
of Names, cach containing (b)) about 800 
Names. 

Another time he received 27 Letters 
more, moſt of them written by Nevils own 
hands ; and at the ſame time New! ſent as 
many 
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many more to: the Tower. And not long 
after, Turner the Lord Pow#s's Prieſt, a 
School-maſter , and one Sing a writer, 
were employed in ſcribbling, in order to & 
carry on this New-Plot for a week toge- 

ther z and ſometimes Mr. Dangerfield and 

Mrs. Cellier, when they were at leiſure, 

ſet to their helping hands. Theſe Papers, 

Letters and Liſts were to be ſent into all 

parts of England,& by ſome means or other 

lodg*d in the houſes of the moſt eminent 
Presbyterians. Then others (c) were to (-) pag. 1. 
procure warrants upon other pretences to 
ſearch them, and theſe dangerous Papers 
being found, the Perſons mentioned would 
be ſeiz'd for Freaſon. And that theſe 
T reaſonable forged Letters might be more 
authentick, one Mr. Holder, his R. H. 
Auditor at Bruſſels, was ordered to get 
divers. Coats of Arms (4) cut there on 
Seals, the paterns having becn taken in 
wax from the Scals of the perſons to whom 
the Coats belong'd. 

Beſides all this, the Counteſs of Pow!:s 
dictated to Mr. Dangerfield ſeveral Re- 
marks of 4 Clubs in the Town, each Club 
conſiſting of at leaſt 200 perſons. (This 
was the Paper that was afterward found 
by Sir William Waller, hid in the Meal-7ub 
by Mrs. Cellier.) 

In (e) it were contain'd Chief Head; of /)p,-, 31,32, 
thingsand Perſons to be charg'd. Among 
the reſt that were named there, were the 
Lords Hallifax, A, 3s Radnor, Eſjex,

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Wharton, the Duke of Buckingham, &c. 
to be of the Council in this pretended 
Plot. The Duke of Aonrmonth General, 
the Lord Gray of. Wark, Lord Gerard 
and his Son, and Sir Thomas Armſtrong, 
Lieutenants General. Sir William Waler 
and others Major Generals, Colonel 
AManſel \Quarter-Maſter General of the 
Army that was to be raiſed. And beſides 
this another Army was to be rais'd in the 
North and joyn with a Scotch Army. 

Things being thus in good forwardneſs, 
by the means of the Lord Peterborough, 
Dangerfield was introduced to the D. of 
T. and acquainted him with this Presby- 
zterian Plot ; who giving him 20 Guineys 
(4) with his own hand as a Reward , 
brought him to the King. When he came 
to his Majeſty, he made a formal ſtory to 
him, according to the dire&ions which 
the Counteſs of Powzs had given him, how 
the Presbyterians were reſolved to ſet up a 
Common-wealth, and that the Earl of 
Shaftsbury and ſeveral other Perſons of 
Quality were iſſuing out Commiſhons to 
that purpoſe. 

His Majeſty (as he fince declared in (b) 
Council) gaveno credit to all this ; looking 
upon it as an impoſſible thing. But yet, 
that he might not ſeem wholly to reject an 
Information that pretended ſo highly to his 
Service, he order'd me (ſaith Dangerfield) 
(c) money by Mr. Secretary Coventry to en- 
Courage me to make a further diſcovery 
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| Which he promiſed to do. And the more 
: | to poſſeſs his Majeſty, he ſent him a Let- 


ter to New-Market ſignifying he had dif- 
covered a great Correſponderice between 
the Presbyterians and the Dutch. 

His Majeſty returning from New-/Mar- 
ket, Mr. Dangerfield was order'd by the 
Lords in the Tower to wait on him again 
(which he did) with a ſupplemental ſtory 
much to the ſame effe& with the former. 
He was told alſo, that he muſt wait on the 
King a third time, and then he ſhould car- 
ry ſomething of greater Moment. But in 
the mean time the Counteſs of Powis order- 
ed him to enquire out Colonel Marnſe!'s 
Lodgingsz which he did, and under pre- 
tence of taking Lodgings in the ſame houſe 
and ſeeing all the Rooms, he pinn?®d certain 
Treaſonable Letters and Papers, and long 
Liſts of Names, that were to be rendred 
obnoxious to the preſent Plot, behind the 
Colonels Beds-head. 

When he had done this, Mr. Secrctary 
Coventry having 'twice devied him a war- 
rant; he brought two Officers of the Cu- 
ſtom-houſe to ſearch for prohibited goods 
of 2000 pound value. They (the Colo- 
nel being abſent) after along ſearch finding 
nothing, Mr. Dangerfield dire&s them to 
remove the Bed, and at laſt going himſelf 
behind it, diſcover'd the Papers which he 
had planted there, and before they had 
well look*t into any of them, he crics out, 


Here is Treaſon, and there js Treaſon. 
< K 3 The 
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The Officers immediately carried away 
the Papers to the Cuſtom-houſe, whence 
their Maſters quickly return'd them to the 
Colonel's Lodgings. And he having no- 
tice of the thing, and that ſuch a man {who 
then, and ſome time before, had gone by 
the name of Thomas, and ſometimes W:1- 
lourhby) had been concern'd in the matter, 
ſiczes him at Dame Celhiers houſe, and 
Oclsb. 23. 1679. carries him before the 
Council. Dangerfield ftifly pleaded his 
own innocence, and boldly charg'd the 
Colonel, that he ſhould maliciouſly endea- 
wour, to pin theſe Treaſonable Papers upon 
his Sleeve, as well as he had done behind 
bis own Bed. But upon hearing all circum- 
ſtances atteſted by the Searchers and other 
Witneſſes, the Council was fully fatisfied 
that Dangerfeld had laid thoſe Papers in 
Manſel's Chamber ; whereupon he was 
committed to a Meſſenger, and Ofob. 27. 
to Newgate, notwithſtanding he defended 
himſelf all he could by certain notable in- 
ſtructions, which he received from the 
Lady Powrs. 

On the 29th. of Ofob, Sir William Wak 
ler ſearching Mrs. Celershouſe, found the 
Book in the Meal-Tub, the Contents of 
which we have given the Reader an Ac- 
count. 

This Book being found, and another 
(that of his own Conſcience I mean) being 
open'd, Dargerfield had not .the courage 
to ſtand out any longer, but on the laſt of 
| Ottober 
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Oftober made a candid Confeſſion upon 
Oath before Sir Robert Clayton, the then 
Lord Mayor, and other Perſons of Qua- 
lity, which they the next day rranſmitted 
to his Majeſty and the Council. 

V Vhereupon the Earl of Caſtlemain and 
the Lady Powis were committed to the 
Tower, Mrs. Cellier, and Mr. Rigant, a 
Virginia Merchant, to Newgate, and G ad- 
bury the Figure Flinger, not to one of his 
Heavenly Houſes, but to the Gatehouſe in 
Weſtminſter. For all theſe perſons were 
accufed by Mr. Dangerfield, not only for 
forging this Shampler, but alſo for manag- 
ing a Keal one. The Lords in the Tower 
would have hired him to kill his Majeſty for 
2000 /.; and becauſe he refuſed it, he was 
ſeverely checkt by them all ;, eſpecially by 
Gadbury, who told him, he had calculated 
his Nativity, and found by his Art he mio ht 
have done it with all the ſecurity imaginab/ey 
and no hurt could have befallen him. 

This Gentleman was bred a Taylor, but 
now profeſſes himſelf a great Aſftrologer ; 
I know not why, unleſs his fitting Crofs- 
Leg*d on his Board hath made him a 
Conjurer. Had he but lived in the days of 
old, probably he might have help: the 
Magicians of Egypt at a dead lift, and have 
produced a Loſe or two. I am ſure he 
deſerves no ſmall puniſhment for drawing 
the Stars into a Plot againſt his Majeſty. 

G adbury being thus hous'd, on the 9th. 
of Farmary was examin'd before his Ma-

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zeſty, aud then did declare, that about 
September laſt, Sir Robert Peyton ( who 
was about that time brought over to the 
latereſt of the D.) did fay he ſhould there- 
by loſe a conliderable intereſt , which 
could put him in the head of 20000 men 
in two days time, . and that he could raiſe 
60209. men in little more than a V Veek ; 
and that theſe people in caſe the King had 
died laſt Summer at IWrwdſyr would have 
ficz'd the Tower, Dover-Caſtle, CC. ſe- 
cured the Lord Mayor of Londen, and ap- 
poſed all that ſhould have proclaim'd the 
D.of Y. Mrs. Cellier was in Conjunttion 
with Gadbury, and being ſent for, con- 
tirm?d in Subſtance the ſame ſtory ; only 
adding, they were to Murder the Lord 
Mayor, deſtray the Epiſcopal men, ſet up 
a Common-wealth, and to that purpoſe a]- 
lowed Penfions to ſeveral Old Officers of 
the late Rebellious Army. All theſe Sir 
R. Peyton abſolutely denied, but yet was by 
V Varrants from the Touncil committed 
cloſe Priſoner to the Tower for High Trea- 
ſon. But Gadburies pardon being ſtopp*d 
he began ta relent, and the 14th. diſco- 
ver 'd the whole contrivance of this Sham- 
plot ; that he knew no harm by Sir Robert, 


but was drawn in by Ars, Cellier to teſtifie 


ſuch things againſt him. 
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CH A P. XVI. 


Simpſon Tongue's Conſpiracy againſt his 
own F ather and Dr. Otes. 


B UT tho' this hopeful deſign was 
Shipwrackt and Sunk, yet the Papiſts 
reſolve to rig out, and ſtand to Sea again. 
To which purpole they drew one S:mpſor 
Tonguc inta an unnatural Conſpiracy againſt 
his Father Dr. Zxreel Tongue, Dr. Otes,and 
Mr. Zedloe 5, nay and ſome Lords too, as 
we ſhall ſee by and by ;, of which we ſhall 
give the Reader a brief account from very 
"as Records, this matter not having yet 
ecn publiſh: in Print. Simpſon Tongue 
therefore being out of employment, went 
often to.the houſe of one Mrs. Lane about 
Tune 1630, a woman that ow'd Dr. Qtes a 
good turn, for his Juftice done upon her 
Son 7/2 Lane, She would be feeling 
Simp/-r: 5 Pulſe, and prudently caſting his 
Y Vater, that ſo ſhe might diſcover what 
hutrour might be eafily wrought upon. 
And by ſeveral days Conference, ſhe with 
the Aſſiſtance of a Popiſh woman that then 
lodg'd in her, houſe, endeavour?d to per- 
ſwade this Novice by-many promiſes of 
great Rewards to ſwear that his Father, 
and Dr. Ores were the contrivers of the 
Plox. Art laſt finding him full of good in» 
clinations, they ſend for one Captain Ely, 
Who at Lanes houſe held a private nu 
rence with young Tongue about it; yo 
tne 


the next day they had a ſecond meeting, 
where Simpſon, what with Ely's fawning 
commendations of him, and what with his 
mighty promiſes to him, ſhews him a pas 
per, the purport whereof was the invali- 
dating Dr. Ores*'s Teſtimony, and that he, 
and his Father had contrived the Popiſh 
Plot. 

This writing being under Tongues own 
hand was _ by Captain Ely, old Lane 
and his Wife, and depoſited in Ely's hands, 
who told Tongue he would carry it to his 
Majeſty. 

But this was but a ſingle Cord, and there- 
fore not being ſtrong enough to hang the 
- two Dottors, they reſolve to twiſt it, and 
find out a ſecond witneſs. To this purpoſe 
they make an Effay upon one Mrs. F:tz- 
Gerald, a Perſon at that time weak in bo- 
dy, and low in Eſtate. But like a wiſe 
Phyſician, Captain Ely thought it adviſe- 
able to prepare her firſt for this work. He 
therefore fends her a loving Letter with 
forty ſhillings, and rich promiſes of an 
able Phyſician, and other kindneſſes for 
the fature, but without the leaſt intimati- 
on of what deſign he had upon her. A 
little after, Simpſor is diſpatcht upon an 
Embaſly to treat with her, and he promiſes 
her God knows what, if ſhe would but 
ſwear. In a ſhort time he pives her a ſec- 
cond Viſit,and brings along with him Cap- 
tain Ely, and one Shockey or Choquenx a 
Chirurgeon, and a French Papift, who 
| was 
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was her Dodtor, and very careful of her 
in 1: r ſickneſs. Well, after ſeveral viſits, 
v/!::-h each of them paid her, at length 
$S:-pſon breaks the buſineſs particularly to 
her, that they would have her ſwear that 
thiic was no Plot, but what Dr. Tongue, 
Dr. Ores, and Mr. Bedloe had made out of 
thcir own heads. And ſhe denying that 
ſhe knew any thing of the matter, Tes, 
quoth S:»mpſon, you do, and I have told the 
King at Windſor of it, and he ts very defir- 
onto ſee you, and becauſe you are weaky and 
not able to go to him, he will come to £5 
Somewhere hereabouts in a Diſgmſe. But 
ſhe replycd, "Ts a folly to bring the King 
diſenifed to me, for I know him not, and 
for that reaſon if I had any thing to ſay, 1 
w::/4 not be trapan'd to diſcoverit, This 
C:catlewoman , tho? ſo kindly ftroak'd, 
yet refuſing to give down any Milk, they 
Icave her, and reſolve to try an experi- 
ment upon one 1ſaac Cooper, whom if they 
could b/ir get to ſwear, *twas an eafie mat- 
ter th. thought to get others to believe 
him, LC-ceuſe he was Dr. Tongnes Clerk. 
Sin; Tongue and Captain Ely acco 

him + ..n kind words, fair Promiſes, noble 
T's, Cc. and were very urgent with 
hi to ſwear ſomewhat, that might inva- 
lidate Dr. Ores*s Evidence, and Dr Tongues. 
But the Clerk was ſo honeſt as not to ſay 
y or themybut told them in ſhort, he could 

eclare nothing ; and ſo he left them. 
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Theſe two repulſes from Mrs. F:tz- 
Girald and Mr. Cooper, could not diſcou- 
rage the Captain, or S:mpſon ; but they 
pluck up their Spirits, and reſolve to go 
on. And now nothing will ſerve Captain 
Ely, but Tongue muſt reveal the whole 
matter to the King ; but he began to bog- 
gle a little for fear his Father ſhould be 
hang*d upon his Teſtimony. But Ely quick- 
ly removes that ſcruple by afſuring him 
he would procure a pardon for him. He 
being caſily ſatisfied with this, the fore- 
mention'd Paper written by him, and at- 
teſted by Ely, old Lane and his wife, was 
difpatcht to his Majeſty, enclos?d ina Let- 
ter to his Majeſty, wherein S:mpſon pro- 
mifes to make preat diſcoveries, and car- 
neftly ſolicites for his Majefties Protedion, 
he having many enemies that bore him a 
Spleen, and upon this occafion would wait 
their opportunity to impriſon him, and ſo 
ſtifle his Diſcovery. And indeed to ſay 
the Truth, Drapers, Mercers, Vintners, 
Cooks, Sempſters, Tailors, &c. are 
deadly Spleenetick Fellows,and if provok?d 
with tedious delays will take their advan- 


tage torunan innocent man into the Coun-. 


ter. And in another Letter to his Ma- 
zeſty, dated Arg. 8. 80. he ſaith, that his 
Father and Dr. Otes did very mich corre- 
Jpord with my Lord Whaxton, my Lord 

Tex, and my Lord Shaftsbury, and 

Lord of Eſſex was very forward in the Irj 
Plot, and ſent ſeveral Letters from London 
COXHe 
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concerning it. That theſe Lords, the two 
Dottors conver#t with, and had aſſiſtance 
and encouragement from, while they were 
forging the Plot. 

' But now an unlucky Accident had like 
to have broken this Pitcher at the very 
Fountain, For S:-pſon had an Uncle, one 
Mr. 7ohn Tongue, a Captain in the cold 
ſtream Regiment, a perſon of great Valour 
and Wiſdom, and very firm to the Prote- 
ſtant Religion. This Gentleman hearing 
that his Nephew was engaged in an unna- 
tural, and (as he conceived from the ſecu- 
rity he had in his Brothers integrity) falſe 
Accuſation againſt his own Father, ſends 
for his precious Kinſman, and laying home 
to him the hainouſneſs of his crime, Simp- 
ſon fell on his knees, and beg*d his Pardon 
and entreated him to reconcile him to his 
Father ; and gave hima Recantation under 
his own hand, wherein was contained a 
large account of the whole Roguery, as 
we have alrcady related it. 

And now the Reader will conclude that 
here*s an end of this play ; ſurely the man 
and his cauſe are ſtranded for ever, and no 
Engine will ever fetch him off theſe flats. 
For with what face could he proſecute this 
any more, when his own hand, which he 
had ſet to this Recantation, would confront 
his Evidence. , But ſo deſperately hardned 
are theſe wretches, that they will ſtorm all 
difficulties,nay impoſſibilities,and in ſpight 
of Fate purſue their curſed as a 

Is 
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This Recantation had it ſeems taken air, 
and flown to his Majeſties Ears, which 
Simpſon having ſome Trem oof, he addrefles 
his Majeſty with two Letters, wherein 
beſides other Scandalous Lies againſt his 
Uncle, he te!ls his Majeſty, his Uncle was 
very earneſt with him to recant what he had 
given in concerning the Plot, and ſay that he 
was hired to do it by the Papiſts, but that he 
(good Man !) ſtood to his tacklings and did 
not give his Uncle a Recantation, tho" his 
Uncle pretended he had. 

But now Simpſon finding he had run him- 
ſelf a-ground, and that *twas paſt the skill 
of his Dire&tor Ely to fetch him off, bethinks 
himſelf where to get better help. And 
becauſe all the Catholick Hoſanna's were 
then ſung to Madam Cellzer, upon whom 
the eyes of the whole Faftion were fix*d, 
as the Joan of Arque to reſtore their gaſp- 
ing intereſt, he applies himſelf to her. She 
after ſeveral viſits, that he paid her, giving 
him time to conſider whither he wonld 
put himſelf and his deſign into her hands 
to manage, in the interim Captain Ely,and 
Monſieur Choqueux come, and tell S;zzpſor, 
that Mr. R. L*Eſtrange was a very good 
man, wiſhing him to be acquainted with 
him. And that he might be ſo, Chogueux 
brings Mr. L*Eftrange into Simpſon's 
Chamber, where among other diſcourſe 
honeſt Roger had theſe words;that he heard 
Ar. Simpſon Tongue was upon & very 
Lood deſign for the good of the Nation, __ 
the 
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the Government, to find out the truth and 
contrivance of this Plot, and prayed he might 
have good ſucceſs init adding he would grue 
Ar. Tongue what furtherance and encou- 
ragement lay in his power. So ſweetly did 
theſe worthy Gentlemen agree in their 
zeal for the Proteſtant Religion. And in- 
deed I think R. L. being a good mar, and 
Simpſon Tongue's being a good deſign are e- 
qually true. | 
By this time, and ſomewhat ſooner, we 
may well conceive ſome intimation of this 
forgery might arrive at Dr. Ores's Ears, 
who when he ſaw his time preſented his 
Petition to the Privy Council againſt S. 
Tongue. Upon which he, aud Capt. Ely, 
and Mr. Coqueux, and Mrs. Lane, and 
Simpſon's Uncle, and Cooper, &c. were 
brought beforethem, and ſo much of. this 
Roguery was diſcover*d, that Simpſon was 
committed to Newgate, Sept. 24. 1680, 
and upon a further examination, Lane, 
Choqueux and Ely, each in their turns ac- 
cuſed one another, and S:zpſor on the firſt 
of Oftob. made a conſiderable confeſſion 
of this Conſpiracy upon Oath before Mr. 
Juſtice Bridgeman. Tho? happily he hath 
reſerv*'d many more particulars to another 
opportunity.

Ever did teemins Africa abound 
more with Monſters, than England 
with Sham-Plots. For no ſooner was one 
diſcovered, and brought to light, but 
like Zacob and Eſau, preſently another 
takes hold of its heel. S:zapſon T ongue had 
ated his part, but was pone off into the 
black retirements of Newgate. In the 
next place one Mr. Edward Fitz- Harris an 
Iriſh Papiſt comes upon the Stage. 

This Gentleman having formerly had 
ſome acquaintance with Mr. Everard , 
when they were both in the Frenth King's 
Service, was very deſirous to renew it ; 
and pretending a great kindneſs to him, 
on February the 21. 1681, he put him on 
writing a Pamphlet to ſcandalize the King, 
alienate the hearts of his Subjedts, raiſe a 
Rebellion, and ſet us a_w by the Ears, 
that we being in confuſion at home might 
not be able to oppoſe the French King in 
his deſigns on Flanders and Holland, which 
as ſoon as he had Conquer'd, England 


might then eaſily be ſubdued,

Ll 
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Fitz» Hair4s gave him ſome heads and 
Iaftructions : by word ' of mouth for the 
making this Pamphlet , which Everard 
drew up, after they were parted. The 
next day they were to meet again on the 
ſame buſineſs at Mr. Everards Chamber, 
againſt which time Everard had gotten 
Narrative Smith into his Cloſet, that he 
might ſee-and over-hear the whole Tranſ- 
ations between them. 

At the hour appointed Firz-Harris 
comes td Everard's Chamber, and Eve- 
rard ſhewing him that little, which he 
had done towards this Libel, Fitz- Harris 
proceeds to pive him further inſtrudtions, 


to this purpoſe, viz. that he muſt repreſent (a) Firz-Hat- 
the King as a Papiſt, which might ( my th Hy ls s Trial.p.l9 


be proved by his eſpouſing the D. of York's 
:ntereſt, as Any known Papiſts ; nnd 
that K. Charles the firſt was a promoter of 
the Iriſh Rebellion, and his preſent Majeſty 
further ”d, and approv'd it, &c. and to 
name no more of that deteſtable Li- 
bel he was: to conclude it with ex- 
horting the People to blow the Trumpet 
boldly, &c.". Beſides he adviſed Everard 
toget an intereſt :m the Common-Council, 
and promote among them a kind of an Ad- 


dreſs to the Parliament, to promiſe to 


ſtand by them with their Lives and For- 
tunes in oppoling: -Popery, and — 
Government,and if " ar” hay ways fail'd; 
to aſſiſt in another way, &c: 
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The next night was appointed: for fur- 
ther conference, againſt which time Mr. 
Everard had provided Sir William Waller ; 
and planted him in the next room ſo as he 
might both hcar and ſee all.. Here Sir W:l- 
liam ſaw Mr. Everard ſhew two Copies of | 
the Libel to. Fitz- Harris, 'and heard him. 
ask whither it were according to his in» 
ſtructions ? Fiuz-Harris ſaid:Yes.; but yet. 
with his Pen made ſome little alterations.. 
And to encourage Everard;.. he told him, 
that ſeveral _ Parliament-men - pave - the ; 
French Embaſſador an Account how things 
were tranſacted, &c. and he would bring:: 
hun irto-their Cabal; and that the ſaid: 
French Embaſſador would largely recom- 
pence him for his: pains, giving. him 40 
Guinies in a few days, and a monthly pens . 
ſion of : ſome thouſands of Craguns. 

This Libel as Mr. Everard ſwears was 
to be drawn.in the name of. the.(b) Non-' 
conformifts..and put upon them. And.\ 
whercas there was one  word.in it (c).

Pockets; for that thete was a deſign to ſlip 
Treaſonable Papers into them, and then 
ſeizethem. _ 

This Treaſon of Fitz- Harris being diſ- 
covered to Authority, he was immcdiate- 
ly'clapt up in-Newgare, from thence he 
was quickly removed to the Tower, And 
afterwards was' impeach*'d by the' Houſe 
of Commons at "Oxford. But the Lords 
rcjedting-the Impeachment, and his Maje- 
ſty diſſolvitig he Parliament, on Zune 9g, 
1681. Fitz-Harris was Tricd at the 
Kings-Bench Bar; and the Treaſon proved 
againſt him which we have before related, 
by Everard, Narrative Smith, and Sir 
Will. Waller; asalfoby a Paper containing 
part of the inftrichons he had given Eve- 
rard for the Libel, which Firz-Harris had 
acknowledg?d before the Council to bz his 
own Hand-writing. Whercupon he re- 
ceived ſentence; Zure- 15. and was accord- 
ingly executed on the firſt of Zuly follow- 
ing. 

But while Fitz-Harris lay in the Towe; 
under the ſentence oFCondemmnation, a Pa- 
per was written, which was publiſh'd af- 
tcr his Execution under the title of the

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Confeſſion of Edward Fitz- Harris, which 
Dr. Haw!:ns alias Hawksworth, Miniſter 
of the Tower (an office which exceeds that 
of the Ordinary of Newgate, as much as 
a Biſhop doth a Presbyter) vouch'd pon the 
Faith of a Chriſtian, and the word of a Mi- 
niſter of the Goſpel. The deſign of this Con- 
feſſion was to overthrow the belief of the 
Popiſh Plot, and perſwade the world of a 
Proteſtant one. Indeed *twas almoſt as 
virulent,and impudent a Libel againſt ſome 
of his Majeſties beſt Subjedts, as the other 
Paper, for which he ſuffer*d, was againſt 
his Majeſties Perſon. This will appear if 
we a little examin the contents of it. 

After a ſolemn Preface he tells us, That 
he was no further concerned inthe Libel;(for 
which he was convitted) than as employed 
ro give the King notice of things of that na- 
thre , and that as for that part of it, which 
he had left with Everard, he received it of 
the Lord Howard. 

But (1) The Evidence given at his Tri- 
al was very full and clear, that he himſelf 
provided the matter of that Libel, cor- 
rected it, made additions toit ; and that at 
his own requeſt Everard drew it up into 
form. And thatl think is ſomewhat more 
than meerly to be employed to find it 
out. 

(2) VVhen he was in Newgate, he had 
bitterly complain'd ſometime tro Sheriff 
(a) Corniſh, ſometime to Sheriff Bethel, 
that he was preſſed with that powerful Ar- 
eument 
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gnere of ſaving his life, to accuſe my 
ord Howard, and my Lord Shaftsbury of 

that Libel; and was ſo importun'd there- 

unto, that he fell on his knees and beg?d 

he might not be any further preſſcd in Tor 

matter. For he proteſted before God,the 

Lord Howard knew nothinp of it, and that 

he had ſcarce ever ſpok? a word to the 

Lord Shaftsbury in all his life. Nay Mrs.

Nay, Fitz- 

Harris himſelf the very night before his 

Execution wrote a Paper, which was de- 

liver'd to his wife, wherein he tells her 

by whom he was advis*d to accuſe thoſe nobie 

Peers andother Gentlemen of the ſaid Libel, 

and had the promiſe of a pardon to prevail up- 

os himta doit. Andthat he wasperſwaded 

ro accuſe them upon, the aſſurance that was 

given him of ſaving his life, but finding that 

he was deluded, he declares before God that

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they were innocent, and be had wrong*d 
them in acchſing of them. Þ- 

But to go on, ſaith Fitz-Harris, 'The 
Lord Howard to!d me of a deſign to ſeize 
upon the King, and carry him into the City, 
and there detain him till he had condeſcended 
to their defires.eyns, and my ſelf were pri- 
vy to this deſign, and had ſeveral meetings 
with the Lord Howard, &c. T he parti- 
culars of this Plot Father Hawkins will in- 
form us of, viz. (b) To oblige the King 
10 call a Parliament, which ſhould fit till 
the Bill of Excluſion againſt the Duke was 
paſt, all evil Counſellors removed, and men 
of their chooſing put unto places of truſt, the 
Ailitia ſetled, the Navy put into good hands, 
all Grievances redreſs'd and all things or- 
der?d according to their own liking, and then 
the Biſhops and others of the Clergy ſhould 
have ſuffer*d ſeverely. The party' engaged 
in this deſion, were men of Intereſt and had 
60000 men at command at a very ſhort 
warning. And, ſaith the Dr., Fitz- Har- 
11s told me he himſelf was to have had a 
Company of Foot, John O'Neil another, 
and Heyns another.- (But he that knows 
how this man Gallops, whenever he gives 
in his Evidence, will think a Troop of Horſe 
had been fitter for him.) | And another per- 
ſon whoſe name he purpoſely. conceal*d was to 
have had the command of a man of Way. ' 

+ Here I cannot but make'one remark; 
viz. | that-our hate Plot-finders, catnof, 
forge a Proteſtant Plot but the whole-Par- 
Ks h Hameit 
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lament muſt be ſure to be involy?d in it. 
But can any man imagine, that the Lord 


Howard ſhould be ſo diſtracted as to com- 


municate an affair of that.nature (if there 
were any ſuch thing) to ſuch Fellows as 
could no ways cither by their Counſels, 
or intereſt, or contributions promote ſuch 
a deſign, but muſt be ſuppos'd they would 
certainly betray it. For as for Fitz-Har- 
71s 'tis known he was a rank Jr;ſh Papiſt, 
and ſo I ſuppoſe was O*Nezl, however he 
and Heyns were Iriſh men. And no man 
can imagine but that a Papij# would un- 
doubtedly diſcover ſuch a Proteſtant Plot, 
it being the beſt way to turn the ſword of 
Juſtice from thoſe of his own Religion,and 
effcctually ſtop the further proſecution of 
them for their Conſpiracies. _ Eſpecially 
when we conſider, that theſe perſons were 
indigent fellows, and might well hope to 
make their Fortunes by ſuch a Diſco- 
very. 

| And certainly if Fitrz-Harris had had fo 
many mceings with my Lord Howard, as 
he pretends, about this Plot, *tis ſtrange 
he could give no better account of the Of- 
ficers of this intended Army 3 . but only 
name three ſuch inconſiderable 1r-;/h Fel- 
lows, as himſelf, Heyns and O'neil (only 
there was the Man in the Moon, that was 
to have been Captain of a Man of V Var) 
and not one. of our Engliſh Nobility or 
Gentry, beſides the Lord Howard. If 
Dr. Hawkins were as good a Subject, as

Let the Reader judge, whether this. was

Harris. How can it then be imagin'd that 
Glledge ſhould uſe any ſuch ſpeeches to 
Heyns in March, unleſs he were a Conjurer, 
as well asa Traitor ? | 

Notes upon Ste 1 had now done with Colledge ; were it 

phenColledge. not for ZEſtrange*s late Pamphlet againſt 
him; who, as tho' he envied Ketch*s im- 
ploy, pulls the man out of his Grave, and 
reſolves toexecute him agaiz.

But 
to make ſuch mad Irferences is a thing very 
unbecoming T he Guide tothe inferiour Cler- 
 £y. I deſire the honeſt Reader to conſider 
but two things. 

1. The Lord Chief Juſtice North ; nay, 
and Serjeant 7efferies too declared at Col- 
ledge*s Trial, they knew nothing of a Pro- 
teſtant or Presbyterian Plot, but only that 
Colledge had ſpoke and done ſoand ſo.

pondence with that which was framed here 
in England. 

For one St. Lawrence a Prieſt about Zuly 
th. 1681. came to one Mr.Will;am Smith, 
then a Priſoner at the Marſhalſea in Dubliny 
(where he had lain near 4 years) and be- 


promis'd him Liberty, and Money too 
if he would but undertake ſome things 
which he ſhould propoſe. Mr. Smith re- 
plying he would willingly embrace the 
offcr,provided the things he propoſedwere 
Legal and poſſible , the Prieſt proceeded 
to adminiſter the Oath of Secreſic to him. 
Then hetold him, that. ro ſwear any thing 
againſt a Proteſtant Heretich for the Catho- 
lick goody was ro do God good ſervice; and 
that an Oath taken on a Proteſtant Bible needs 
210 ſcruple of Conſcience, nor inward remorſe, 
being all one, as if he ſwore upon Eſop's Fa- 
bles. And that what he ſwore onthe behalf 
of the Catholicks (eſpecially in theſe times) 
tho? never ſo falſe, 15, by a Power allowed 
fromthe Pope to every Prieſt in Orders, ful- 
ly, clearly, and abſolutely pardon®d. 

That therefore which he deſired him to 
do, was this ; to ſwear, that ſeveral He- 
retical Mniſters, VIZ. one Parſon Jack, and 
Dy. Harriſon, had offer'd to pay his the 
ſaid Smith*s Debrs, if he would but make / 
Affidavit, there was a Popiſh plot, and 
that they deſired him to ſwear. that a Prieſt 
told 
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told him the D. of York was concerndin the 
Plot, ſo far 4s that he ſided with the Pope, 
and French King to introduce the French to 
itvade the Kingdoms of England and Ire- 
fand, roput the King to death, and murder 
all the Proteſtants, and bring in Popery: 
And that they would have him further to ſay, 
that he had diverſe times heard Papiſts de- 
clare they would bring it about to be a Pres- 
byterian plot, and to Suborn Witneſſes a- 
gainſt the Earl of Shaftsbury firſt, then a- 
gainſt the D. of Monmouth, and divers 
other Proteſtants, and bring their heads to 
the Blec hk. | 
The Prieſt added further, that the Kin 
would eaſily believe this Information, becaufe 
he would glad.y have any occaſion to deſtrey 
them, as being the people that had murder*d 
his Father. The ſaid St. Lawrence told 
him alſo, that he muſt ſwear, that che ſaid 
Ainiſters,viz, Mr. Fackgzand Dr. Harris or 
Harriſon,called his Majeſty Papiſt,and ſaid, 
that he deſign'd the deſtruttion- of his Sub- 
jefts, and tia eſtabliſh Popery in his Domi- 
nions, and that they plainly perceiv'd his 
intention w.s to bring his ſaid ſubjetts under 
a Tyranuical Government. And that they the 
ſaid Minifters,and the reſt of their Brethren 
intended ere this time to have had theKing in 
their Power, and to have diſpoſed of him at 
their pleaſure Nay to have. made him ſhor- 
ter by the head, if he had not condeſcended 
zo all their deſizns 5, but failing in this, they 
were reſolv*d to ſpend their Lives and For- 
runes 
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tunes to make it out aPopiſh Plot, Now by 
this, faith St. Lawrence, we will make the 
World believe there was no Popiſh Plot, 
but a Presbyterian Plot, and they will be 

, utterly confounded and we clear*d, and 
all Presbyter429:5 and other like Diſſenters 
be acc 4 not only of the ſaid Plot, but 
be reput-d guilty of all the Bloud that hath 
been ſpilt. Ana, faith the Prieſt, if you 
will do this, you ſhall have the prayers of the 
Catholick Church to proſper you;, and beſides, 
other witneſſes ſhall be procured to ſecond this 
information, if by Gold and Silver they may 
be obtain*d. 

St. Lawrence added further, that the 
Catholick, Lords in the Tower had already 
given large ſums of Money to ſuborn Wit- 
neſſes againſt the Earl of Shaftsbury 3 and 
that forty would appear againſt him; for 
they were all reſolu'd to make it a Pregby- 
terian Plot. 

But the ſaid Mr. Sith replying, that he 
neither knew Parſon Jack mor Dr. Harris ; 
St. Lawrence adviſed hun to write to them, 
and in his Letter to ſay he had been a lewd 
and wicked Sinner : But that God touching 
him with an inward remorſe of Conſcience, 
he did defire them for Chriſt Jeſus ſake, they 
wou'd come and adminiſter ſome ſpiritual 
80-fort to him, 

And, ſaid St. Lawrence, you may be ſure 
they will come to you, and after they have 
been ſeen with you by others inthe Houſe, it 
enough for this buſineſs, and will turn » 
te 
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the ruin of themſelves, and many thouſands 
of them, whoſe bloud I hoye to live to ſee 
Zi by the hands of the Catholicks ;, and 1 
am certain in three years time there will nat 
be a Proteſtant living in England or Ireland. 

Further ſaid the Prieſt to Mr. Sth ; 
When you come over into England you will ea- 
fily be credited, you being an Engliſh-man, _ 
and none in England knowing you to be a Ca7 
tholick,, which you muſt always deny,and you 
be diſpenc'd with for ſo doing. 

Mr. Smith after ſeven days conſiderati- 
on telling St. Lawrence, his Conſcience 
would not ſuffer him to do it z Wel,, ſaid 
the Prieſt, You are damn'*d to Eternity, if 
you diſcloſe it ; and we muſt pet ſome others 
ro do this Job, and we have enough to do it 
at our command, | 

The Lord Primate and Council of Tre- 
land having this Information brought be- 
fore them, and having examin'd the Prieſt, 
committed him to ſafe Cuſtody, September 
17. 1681. 

Thus have we ſeen the Tranſattions in 
Ireland. And now leaſt we ſhould fall 
under the common reproach of Engliſh 
Travellers, that are uſually accuſed of en- 
quiring into the affairs of other Countries, 
and in the mean time negleQting thoſe of 
their own) we ſhall return again to Eng- 
land, and conſider how ſquares ſtand at 
home. 

On Tueſday therefore Oftoh. 18, 1681: 
at the Old Biily, a Bill of Inditment of 
High- 
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High-Treaſon, for diſtributing mony to 
carry on a Presbyterian | lot, cc. was pre- 
ferr*d againſt Mr. 7ohn Rouſe. The Wit- 
neſſes were Brian Heyns, Macknamarray 
Smith, Wyat, Denis, Corbin, Turbervily 
and /vy, who deliver'd their Teſtimony 
in open Court. The Grand-FZury deſiring, 
according to the conſtant Cuſtom, they 
might examine them in private, were de- 
nied it. However they were rcſolv'd they 
would not refuſe to take the King's Evi- 
dence in Publick ; whereupon the Wit- 
nefſes deliver*d their Teſtimony again. 
But then the Grand-7ury requir?d them 

( 1.) To declare the whole Diſcourſe 
betwecn them and the Priſoner ; giving 
inſtances tothe Court that a Perſons words 
partially recited might bear one ſenſe 3 but 
entirely Stated, a ditterent or quite contra- 
ry meaning. But to this ſeveral of the 
Witneſſes anſwer*d, They had forgot di- 
vers paſſaves, not ſetting down the Words 
in writin til! their Diſcovery. 

(2.) The 7ury ask'd them whether 
they heard Rouſe ſpeak Treaſon any where 
elſe but in London. After fome ſhuMling, 
at laſt they anſwer'd, Vo. 

(3.) Some of the Evidence on the ſe- 
cond Examination acknowledg*d (tho'on 
their firſt Teſtimony to the Court they 
conceal®d it ) that when Rouſe ſpake the 
words, they accuſed him of, he was in 
Drink; and that they conceal'd the ſaid 
Treaſonable words for ſevcral Months 3 
an 
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and being ask*d, Why they did fo? An- 
ſwer'd, becauſe my were tender of a 
XMans Life. To which one of the 7ury 
replied ; They muſt be the worſt of Subjetts, 
that if they underſtood the life of their Prince 
was tn danger, weuld prefer the ſafety of 
ſuch a mean Perſon as Rouſe, before the 
Preſervation of his Majeſty and his Govern- 
ment. 


(4) One of the Evidence upon his Oath 


| own'd, that he had forged Narratives, and 


Stories, charging moſt eminent Perſons 
with the guilt of Murder and Treaſon, and 
pretended to be able to Evidence the ſame. 
All which contrivances he now openly ac- 
knowledg'd to be utterly falſe, and inven- 
ted by himſelf to draw in the Lord of 
Shaftsbury, whom he would have engaged 
to mediate for his Pardon. 

To this the Zury replyed, How could 
they credita perſon Now. that own'd him- 
ſelf concern'd in ſuch lying Shams tending 
to miſ-repreſent to the Nation Sir Ed- 
mund-Bury Godfry's Murder, and ſuch 0- 
ther matters of the higheſt Importance 
to the King and Kingdom ? 

(5.) Some of the Witneſſes were ſo 
hot, as to charge ſome of the Grand-FZury 
to have been intimate with them, which 
the Jurors of their own Knowledge knew 
to be falſe,and ſo upon their Oath declared 
to the Court and the reſt of their Brethren. 
And if a man will ventureto ſwear a thing 
known to be a Lie to thoſe who are the 


proper 
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_= Judges of his Evidence, they have 
ut little reafon to credit him in the reſt. 

Upon this, and (as *tis reported) ſeve- 
ral! other incoherences in the proceſs of the 
Evidence, the Grand-Fury after ſeveral 
hours conſideration did (no man diſſenting) 
return the Bill 1g9noramw ; tho? moſt of 
them after a ſtrict Scrutiny were allow?d to 
be Regular Church-men ; Nay nine of the 
ſeventeen (for that was their juſt number) 
were Common-Council-men of London. 

Upon this, Roxſe at the end of the Sef- 
ſions was diſcharg'd, only giving Bail to 
appear next Seſſions, and anſwer to any 
furt!1er Informations, if any ſhould be gi- 
ven in «againſt him. 

But tho? the /ittle Fiſh had eſcaped their 
Nets, they reſolve to ſecure the great one. 
Aſter all their petit loſſes if they could but 
take off the Earl of Shaftsbury, this alone 
were matter enough for a Triumph. Iriſh 
men they had good ſtore that were ſtout 
Champions, and could ſwear as Prodigious 
things, as their St. Patrick_ himſelf could 
ao. | 

But their Oaths began to obtain as little 
credit, as the Hiſtory of his Life. *T'was 
neceſſary therefore to get ſome Engliſh-.

his Lordſhip. To this purpoſe ſeveral at- 
tempts were made on one Captain Henry 
Wilkinſon, a Gentleman whoſe good Ser- 
vices and bad Fortune had forced him to 


betake himſelf to the Mg me 0 
ne 


One Mr. Bain: makes the firſt aſſault upon 
him there, upon OfFob. 8. 1681; who af- 
ter he had expreſt a mighty kindneſs for 
him told the Captain he muſt needs know 
much of the E. of Shaftsbury*s deſigns a- 
gainſt the King, and would do well to diſ- 
cover them to him ; for he longed for an 
opportunity of ſerving him ; and if he 
would confeſs he conld help him toa par- 
don and a conſiderable Reward. But the 
Captain replying, he knew nothing at all a- 
gainſt his Lordſhip, Bains leaves him, and 
on- the i1th. of Offober, one Mr. Booth 
comes as his Second; who hoped to make 
make the Captain as bad as himſelf, by 
telling him, zf he would but diſcover what 
he knew of the E. of Shaftsbury's deſigu to 
ſet up a Common-wealth, he ſhould have 
00 pounds per Annum ſerled on him and 
Fn Heirs for ever, or (if he liked that bet- 
ter) 10000 pound inready money. But the 
honeſt Captain generouſly refuſed this 
large Bribe, and gave him the ſame an- 
ſwer, as he had given to Barns before. 
Hitherto Booth and Bains could not pre- 
vail on the Captain by making an affaulr 
each one ſingly upon him ; they therefore 
reſolve to try what both of them together 
could do. Oftob. 12. They ſet upon him, 
and gave him Wine,good Words, and fair 
Promiſes and told him, if he would com- 
ply with them, he might have even what 
e would from my Lord Halifax and my 
Lord H;de y and a Pardon he need not que- 
ſtion, N But 
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" But till the Captain, kept to his old 
Fane of Teroramw ; a very unpleaſant 
one, God wot, to ſomie Getitfemien in 
our days. 

Mr. Booth therefore refolves to deal 
fubtilly, not defpairing of ſucceſs at lat. 
Women we know, commonly, have the 
Aſcendam of their Husbands and can lead 
them up and down by the Noſe, as-St. 
Dmnftane did the Devil, whether they 
pleaſe. Sy{o-m9n himſelf, tho? the wiſeſt 
of men, was ſeduced by his Wives. The 
500d man d4oared upon 'um (a pardonable 
fault, becauſe he was then in his Old Age) 
and by paying his Devotions to them, was 
at laft prevail*d with to do ſo to their Idols 
tno. Booth therefore applies himſelf to 


the Captain's Wife, and was very urgent. 


with her to perſwade her Husband to be- 
come a Witneſs, nd told her how well he 
would be paid for it. But riot being able 


ro bring over this Gentlewoman. to their 


ifſfiſtance, Baiiis and Booth reſblve to try 
their Fortune once more on the Captain. 
And never did a common Whore, ply a 


modeſt youth with more enticitig Arts, 


than theſe two Pimps did the honeſt Cap- 


tain 3 only they had a more Diveliſh deſign 


apon him, to Debauch his Conſcience, 
Therefore on Ob. the 13. theſe Gen- 
:lemen viſit him again, and Bains told him, 
he had been with my Lord Halifax and 
my Lord Hyde. and the two Secretaries of 
State, and that upon enquiry they "cn 
cen 
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been ſatisfied by one Mr. Graham abont 
his Reputation and great ſufferings for his 
Loyalty to K. Charles the firſt, and his 
preſent Majeſty 3 and that they had en- 
gaped theſaid Mr. Graham to come tohim 
and afſare him, he ſhould be requited for 
them. No ſooner was this Diſcourſe end- 
ed, but in comes Graham, and confirms 
what they had ſaid, and earneſtly impor- 
tun*d him (tho? in vain) togo with him to 
White-Hiafl, where he thould have his Ma- 
jeſties Royal word and promiſe for his 
Reward. | 
But, as if *twas the Captain's fate to be 
perpetually haunted with Evil Spirits, 
Oftob. 14. Booth appears to him again, and 
reinforces his former advice by relſing him 
that the D of York would give him 500 
pounds per Annum in Jreland over and a- 
bove all former Promiſes, if he- wonld 
come in as a Witneſs againſt the E. of 
Shaft bury. 
nd that the Captain might know whar 
to ſwear apainſt his Lordſhip, Booth lily 
prompts him by asking him whither he 
did not ride with his Sword and Piſtols 
out of Town with my Lord when ke went 
to Oxford? And, ſaid he, you muſt needs 
be privy to this , That if his Majeſty 
would not paſs three Acts, One for exclu- 
ding the D. of York, another for making 
void the Att of Q. Elizabeth againſt Re- 
cuſancy, and the laſt for uniting Proteſtants, 
then he was to be compellPd to it by force 
N 2 
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of Arms. Further, ſaid he, All the Coun- 
cil are ſatisfied you know this. 

Oftob. 15- Booth comes to him again 
upon the ſame Errand, and would fain per- 
ſwade him to go to White-Hall. But the 
Captain refuſing ; about 4 a Clock-in the 
Afternoon the Marſhal of the Kings-Bench 
and Booth and Bains came and brought him 
2 Warrant to goalong with them thither, 

When he came thither he was call'd in- 
to Secretary Fenkins's Office, where he, 
and my Lord Conway ſtridtly, but very 
fairly and honeſtly, cxamin*d him about 
his knowledge of any deſigns of my Lord 
Shaftsbury againſt the King. Great Argu- 
ments were uſed ; but he gave no other 
ut his old Anſwer, that he knew no- 
thing. 

After this his Majeſty came into the Of- 
fice, and cxamin'd him to the ſame point. 
His Majeſty preſſed hard upon him, but he 
could give his Majeſty no ſatisfatory An- 
ſwer. Atlaſt his Majeſty told him, if he 
would ſay, As he hoped to be ſaved he knew 
nothing of any deſign againſt his Perſon, he 
would then believe him. "The Captain 
ſaid thoſe very words; which his Majeſty 
ſeem'd to wonder at; ſo far had ſome ill 
men poſſeſt his Majeſty, that he knew 
much of a deſign of the E. of Shaſtsbury 
againſt the Government. 

Then the Captain was left to the ma- 
nagement of Secretary Jenkins, By 'and 
by he 'was carried into another Room,

where were his Majeſty, my Lord Chan- 
cellor, Lord Halifax, Lord. Hyde, the 
two Secretaries of State, and the Lord 
Chief Juſtice Pemberton z where he was 
examin*d again, Mr, Graham, Booth and 
Bains being preſent. 

My Lord Chancellor was ſharp upon him, 
becauſe he could nor give Anſwers to ſome 
Queſtions, that were put to him, and 
threatned him to bring him to his Trial; 
telling him he was to have had a Troop of 
5O men in this new ſervice againſt his Ma- 
jeſty, and that Booth had liſted himſclf un- 
der him. Ayd Booth tclling the Captain 
he had ſworn this againſt him, the Cap- 
tain made a ſhort defence, by giving aq 
account that Booth his Accuſer had been 
condemned for Clinping and Coining, be- 
ſides Murder. And that as for himfclf, 
beſides his known Loyalty, which he had 
proved to his coſt ;, at that very time when 
the Parliament met at Oxford, and when 
(as Booth had ſworn) he was :© have com+ 
manded this Troop, he was preparing ta 
go for, Carolina having ſhip'd his Family 
and 28 Servants, Cc. in order thercunto 
tho* afterwards he was by the delays of 
thoſe other. perſons, that had engaged to 
go with him, and many other croſs acci- 
dents forced to put off his intended Voiage, 

Upon the hearing of the whole matter, 
the Captain was diſmiſt and return'd to his 
old habitation again.
